DESTRUCTIVE 
HURRICANES 


They have been ascribed to earth- 
quakes, submarine volcanoes and 
the return of the waters after be- 
ing heaped up by the trade winds, 
but it Is now generally agreed that 
they are caused by distant storms 
in either the South or the North 
Atlantic. 

The heavy seas, known locally 
jas “resacas,” that occasionally 
visit the Bay of Río de Janeiro and 
the adjacent coasts, afford another 
interesting example of swell trav 
cling for long distances and being 
converted by the shoaling of the 
water from long, smooth undula- 
tions into leaping and destructive 
waves. At Rio these „waves, on 
striking the sea wall, sometimes 
send a solid sheet of water 100 fect 
high.
